Concordia  was  Decatur’s  next  victim,  falling  to  the  over¬ 
powering  Yellow  Jackets  40-13. 

Decatur  posted  its  final  victory  over  an  inspired  group 
of  Angola  Hornets,  by  means  of  that  unforgettable  pass 
interception  by  Tom  Whitaker,  with  no  time  left  on  the 
clock  and  a  tie  ball  game  became  21-14. 

Yes,  it  was  truly  a  season  Decatur  football  fans  will  not 
forget  for  a  long  time.  It  also  brought  many  individual 
honors  to  various  members  of  the  squad. 
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It  was  only  a  matter  of  a  few  days  after  the  gridiron  season 
had  come  to  a  close,  that  Decatur’s  new  head  basketball  coach, 
Phil  Miller,  had  the  boys  exchanging  their  spikes  for  sneakers 
and  their  helmets  for  a  pair  of  basketball  trunks.
